CHAPTER 203.
AN ACT to provide for the purchase of certain digests of Wis-
sin reports.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn sen-
ale and assembly, do enact ns follows :

SEcTION 1. The secretary of state is hereby au-
thorized and directed to purchase, on b half of the
state, from James Simmons, Ksq., of Walworth coun-
ty, two hundred and fifty copies of the third volume
of 3aid Simmons’ Digest of Wisconsin reports at four
dollars and fifty cents per volume: provided, that eaid
copies shall be of a good material, well prioted, and
bound iu good substantial law buiding, uniform with
the first and second volumes.

SectioN 2. The copies so purchased shall be de-
livered to the secretary of state, at Madison, within
two months after the publication thereof shall be com-
pleted, and shall be distributed and disposed of by
bim in the same manner as is provided by law for the
distribution of the reports of the supreme court.

SecrioN 3. Upon receipts of said two hundred
and 1fifty copies of said digest, composed of such ma-
terials, and so printed and bound as provided by sec-
tion one of this act, the account therefor at the price
aforesaid, shall be audited by the secretary of state
and paid by the state treasurer, upon the warrant of
said secretary of state, out of any money in the treas-
ury not otherwise appropriated.

ployes’ Mutual Benefit Association of the West, Pas-
senger and Freight Conductors’ Mutual Beunefit Asso-
ciation, Brewers' Relief Society, Milwaukee Mutual
Workingmen's Relief Society, Eintracht's Society,
Vorwartz Society, Concordia Society, Knights and La-
dies of Honor, Turners’ Aid Society of the State of
Wisconsin, Heldmann's Independent Relief Society,
Masonic Benefit Association of Wisconsin, Clergy-
